Zinoviai lieraelf is as grand a filly as we have 
siM^n for years, saving <»nl.v that lier head and its 
setting <ni to li<*r m‘ck are a trifle plain. Slie did 
not run truly in the Derb.v and Oaks, tliougli higlil.v 
trie«l. but r«*de<*med herself in the ('anibridgeshire. 

The rae«* was run on fair going, but in tlie fa<*e 
of a heavy wind and with but little pace, which 
ac<*<iuuts for the time — e.ue and one-eighth miles in 
All the horses in the big field outside the 
first five wer«* out of it at the mile, however, and 
fnim there weiglit <*ut but little figure. It was 
s^mhhI and stamina after that. Tlie surprise of the 
rac*e was fumish«Ml by the noble-Umkiug Irish Ele- 
gance, by Sir .\n-hibald — Sweet Clorjine. His abil- 
it.v to go a r»iut«‘ nas in question. He started at 
!!rt to 1 and. <Hitl4M>king all the rest, ran a fine ra4*e 
under itotiiids. t<» finish thir<l. Dansellon. owned 
by .\diHiral Sir He<lwf»rth Metix. which laiid(*d in 
sc«*orid Mlac4*. was at 3o to 1 in the betting, tliougli 
tlie day liefore the Cambridgesliire he had won the 
Limekiln Stakes at a mile.

over the preeeuing days. It caused a day of ordi- 
nary sport, provided by tin ordinary grade of horses. 
The scarcity of racing material is keenl.v felt, and 
it is preventing the meeting from Iiet*oming firmly 
settled in its stride. The early opening, eoflieting 
as it does with the raejng at T..:itonia and Bow’ie. 
Is elearl.v slmwn to be a mistake, for there is 
little pnisiieet of the local racing being firmly es- 
tablished on a successful basis until next we»*k. 

The difficult track has also lietqi a strong factor 
in retarding the progress of the meeting, for the 
best horses have lK*eii kept in their resiiective 
stables. 

Knebelkamp & How'erton’s horses fiiruisht*t1 the 
outstanding incidents of this afterntNin’s siiort. their 
Lueile P. and -Amlrey K,. botii ridden by Ensor, 
accounted for their resfieetive jiurses, while Breezy, 
another from the stable. lnnd(*d in second place and, 
with a better judgetl ride on the part of Durseh. 
would have won. Lueile P. was an outstanding 

favorite ami liad no diffieiilt.v cantering home in 
front and Elisor’s good ride on Audrey K. w'as the 
chief factor in her suet*ess. 

Ring activity was again plentiful and the public 
faretl in go«Hl st.vle. for favorit**s and well-backed 
ones trinmplied in t*aeh instance. 

The J. O. TallKitt stable i:d<!ed another purse to 
its list when Sylvaiio seoretl easily in the oiK*ner. 
Key Mar was the first in tl:e W. Weant stable 
to land a purse, and Sandy I.riid. in the hdlowing 
race, scored in runaway st.vle. 

Paul ronnell.v. after man.v efforts over various 
tracks, finally earnetl a purse wlien he lieat Breezy. 
Lueile 1*. and Audrey K. to«»k the closing dashes. 

Difficulty was again ex|H-rieneed in filling the 
races, and it was nearb’ 4 p. m. before tomorrow’s 
card was announeetl. Ttslay’s attendant*!* showed an 
Increase over ftirmer days, anti included many new- 
comers from Kentucky and the east. 

Jo!*key J. MtM»m*y. w’ho resides in New Orleans, 
will arrive tomorrow’ from I.situiiia and will be an 
atlditioii to the riding brigade.

Large Consignment Will Leave Latonia on Special 
Train Going Direct to Oriental Park. 



riiieiiinati. O.. Noveinb<*r 20.— Fritlay next, the 
tluy following the elo.se of the I.ditoiiia Jockey Club’s 
fall racing st*asoii, iias lieen selected as the da.v for 
the departure for Cuba of the horses that liave Imh*ii 
lK)uk(*d fnmi tliis l<M*ality to participate in tlie Ciiba- 
-Anierieau JtM-koy Club’s approaching winter race 
meeting of one hundred or more days’ tiuration. 
The shipment will gti forward by si»eeial train direct 
from the laitonia track to the gates of Oriental 
Park. Besides somt* twenty cars to traiisiKirt the 
horses, the etiuipmeiit will embrace sleeiiers. day 
coaches, dining cars and baggage ears, to aeeommo- 
date owners, trainers, jockeys and turf followers 
who will go along. 

H. I), Brown, president and gem ral manager of 
tin* Cuban track, wireil that be will la* here tin 
Wednesday next for a conference with turfmen from 
tliis set'tion who ma.v la* planning to rae«* in Culia 
next winter. He sent word that tiie shipments of 
lioi-ses tliat have already left eastern traeks for 
Cuba are of much better <iuality than in any previ- 
ous se.-ison sinct* the Orit*ntal Park track was o|>eiu*d 
in 191.7. which .same eomiitioii will apidy to the big 
shipment soon to go forward from her**. Oa this 
Jicnuiiit. and because of tiie closing of the war. he 
is I'Mtking forward to a record-breaking season of 
rai’ing in Cuba. Havana is reported to be «*njoying 
niiprecetlentetl prosiMTity ami iht* sport -loving peo- 
ple of that city are eager.y looking forward to tlie 
ois ning of tin* racing season. 

With the passoort restrictions relaxed as a result 
of the ending of the wtirltl war. a much luavier tide 
of tourist travel tti Cuba is t*xiM*eteil this year, and 
Ibis will i»lay its part in the success of the Cuban 
sjKjrt. Greater interest is l>eing taken in Ciilwn racing 
among .American followers of the siMirt than at any 
pTevious time ami reimrts indicate tiiat many partie's 
of pnmiinent American racing men will made up 
at various times, during the winter for the trip to 
the islaml, Ijoth eiijuj the racing and the other 
delights of a stijourn in that winter paradise.

Slippery Elm Scores in Day’s Feature — Record 
Mutuel Pay-Off for Season. 



Bowie. Md.. Noveiiilier 20. — A return tif milder 
w’eather and an attractive card in numerical strength 
brouglit the week’s best attenduiu*e to Bowie today. 
SlipiM*ry Elm duplicated his recent victory in easy 
fashion in what served as the day’s feature, the 
fifth race, a high -class selling event. His backers 
W’ere given several moments of suspense through 
his actituis at the post, but finally he got aw’ay 
W’ell anti sliglitl.v in advance of his opposition, but 
W'as oiitnin to the first turn, his rider being content 
to allow' him to droi> back to last position, which 
he held to the final turn, ami then w’ith a great 
burst of speed lie niovetl to the lead W’itliin an 
eiglith of a mile, assuming the commaml and holding 
it to the eml. Tlie battle for plrice iionors W’as ex- 
citing. with Bolster gaining tin* decision hy the 
shortest t»f margins tiver Dtiuglass S. The remainder 
were w’cll strung out bt*hind them. 

The rectird mutuel pay-off for Maryland’s fall 
season occurred wlien Prevaricate, coupled w’itli 
Fostoria in the s’leculation. sctiretl in the opening 
ra!*e. iiaying the gotsl price of $178.40 for a $2 
ticket. 

King Plr’iidit W’on the secoiitl race, disiiosing of 
Marmite after the latter led to the last turn and. 
easily holding safe Lillian Shaw’ and l)ueht*ss L;ice, 
which finished second aiul third respectively. 

There was ctinsiderabh* crowding approaching the 
first turn in the second race, in w’hich the favorite. 

The winner turned up 
in Salvatello, which, after escaping the early crowd- 
ing. led all the way by a wide gap.

I.Mitonia. Ky.. November 26. — Favorites were in 
total eclii>se this afternoon, when not one of the 
first t*hoit‘t*s siieceetletl in getting in front. Tin? 
well-backetl horses were bowled over in rapid suc- 
cession in a manner that was bewildering to their 
backers. It was the most disastrous day the form 
ftillowers have experienced in a long time. The 
majority of the races went to extn*mely long 
priced horses, the most notable of tliese being Jiffy. 
High Gear. Premium and Lad.v Langden. The after- 
nt)on W’as notable for the success that attendetl the 
stable of J. B. Respess, horses .from this establish- 
ment accounting for two of tlie purses. 

Lady Langden in the oiK‘ning dash made gootl ftir 
the Respess stable by wriniiing at tnlds of better 
than 6 to 1. w’hile Jiffy, also carrying the Res|>cNs 
t*olors. made good in the sixth race, paying the 
generous odds of better than 23 to 1. The victory 
of Lad.r Langden was accomplislietl without an.v 
grt*at effort, but Jiff.v liad to stand the hardest 
kind of a drive to win his race from Don Dodge 
by II nose. 

The finish in this race was so close that only the 
placing judges were able to determine the w’inner. 

One of the day’s features was the riding ability 
slmwn by J. Motmey. In addition to piloting both 
of the Respess stable winners, he was resininsiblt* 
for tlie victory gf Ernest B. in the thinl rat*e. 
The finish of this race found Ernest B. and Hocuir 
clone together, and Mooney’s siiiieiior rldltig won 
for tlie Baker colt. 

It W’as antither tlay of sunshine, and the genial 
W’catlier served to attract a big attendance. Specu- 
lation W’as gotal. The track hud drietl tait ami 
W’as in fair condition for the first time since the 
advent of the mutldy tonditions under which the 
racing had la*en carried on for over a w’eek. 

The card’s feature, an aIlow’an!*e dash for two- 
.vear-olds at three-quarters, provitled the chief at- 
tnetion ami brought out fine field tliat inclndetl 
Frank Weir’s tripIt* winner of the meeting. Toto; 
Linden, Regalo. Galll-rurci. American Ace and 
others. American Ace. carrying tin* colors of K. 
r<*l)riau. was making his initial ainH*aranct* at the 
mct*ting and was installetl a good first choice. He 
might have won but for getting uw’u.v slowly. His 
rdier iierservered witli him. however, anti landetl 
him in third placo. Tlie winner turned up in 
Toto. wheih went to the front on the last turn and 
easily outstayed Linden iu the final drive.
